THE FOLLO WING IS AN EXAMINER f S ST A TEMENT OF REASONS FOR 

ALLOWANCE: 

The present invention is found to be allowable subject matter as its presentation of B. 
fragilis nucleic acids and nucleic acids encoding a B. fragilis polypeptide represent a 
contribution over the prior art that lacks any such SEQ ID NO: 4084, 9306, 30 contiguous 
nucleotides of SEQ ED NO: 4084, or 20 consecutive amino acids encoded by SEQ ID NO: 9306. 

The closest prior art made of record is as follows: 
Korn et al. (Accession #Z98448, September 22, 1997), teach the nucleotide sequence consisting 
of at least twenty contiguous nucleotides of SEQ ID NO: 4084.(See attached alignment, Result 
6). Korn et al. teach bases 180-199(20 nucleotides) of Accession number Z98448 that align with 
100% identity to bases 1 164-1 183 of SEQ ID NO: 4084. However, Korn et al. does not teach at 
least thirty contiguous nucleotides of SEQ ID NO: 4084. Also, Ziegelin et al.(Accession 
#AJ01 1592, October 01, 1998), teach an isolated nucleic acid encoding at least 10 consecutive 
amino acids of SEQ ID NO: 93 06, wherein the nucleic acid sequence is hybridizable to a nucleic 
acid having a nucleotide sequence selected from SEQ ID NO:4084(See attached alignment 
Result 10). Ziegelin et al. teach bases 1144-1185 of accession # A JO 11 592 that align with 100% 
identity to the nucleic acids encoding amino acids 428-441(14 amino acids) of SEQ ID NO: 
9306. However, Zieglin et al. do not teach at least 20 consecutive amino acids.
